“But the fruit of the Spirit is 


love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, 


meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law.” 
As the mirror, or looking 


glass, is used- by us to behold 
what manner of person we are 
outwardly, so is the Word of 
God used to reveal to us the 
condition of our spiritual life or 
the inner man, 


When we arise in the morn- 
ing and begin to clothe our- 
selves, one of the first things 
we do is walk over to the mirror 
and very carefully put on our 
garments for the day. Our hair 
is combed neatly and in the 
most becoming way, and 1 be- 
lieve in this with all my heart. I 
cannot believe that our God ev- 
er meant for us to be careless 
or sloven with these bodies of 
ours. 

As we dress ourselves before 
the mirror we should say, Lord 
1 want to look neat and nice for 
your sake, not gaudy, but just 
like you would have me look so 
as to glorify Thee. When we 
buy a dress, or hat, or necktie, 
or suit of clothes, we should 
consult our God about that as 
much as anything else, He says 
we are to acknowledge Him in 
all our ways and He will direct 
our paths. Ohif we would do 
this, our preachers would have 
more time to preach salvation 
to the lost world instead of 
spending so much time preach- 
ing about dress. I never did be- 
lieve in this much anyway, for if 
the gospel of Jesus Christ does 
not make us measure up along 
this line there is nothing that 
will. What we needis a real 
dip into the fountain to keep us 
in the middle of the road, so as 
not to bring reproach on the 
Lord’s cause by being extreme 
either way. 

1 visited a woman one time 
who had gotten to the place 
where she didn’t need a mirror. 
When I got ready to go home I 
walked over to the mirror to 
put on my hat. She rebuked me 
for it and said, ‘Oh I have be- 
come so dead to the world that 
I don’t care whether my hat is 
on straight or crooked, I have 
seen some people like that, but 
I never saw one whose influ- 
ence was very far-reaching. 

So it is with our spiritual life. 
We should take the mirror of 
the soul, which is the Bible, and 
examine ourselves very careful- 
ly each morning, so that we 
may appear spiritually before 
men, that they may not be of- 
fended in us. 

In 2 Cor. 3:2, Paul says, “Ye 
are our epistles read and known 
of all men.” We are living in 
a day when the people are being 
carried away with the spirit of 
the world, and care very little 
about reading God’s Word, but 
they are reading you and me. 

The laundry-man reads you 
as he delivers the laundry, and 
especially if he knows you are a 
Church of God man or woman, 
he is very particular to read you, 

The grocery boy and the 
butcher reads us as he comes 
to our door, He goes away with 
either a good or a bad opinion 
of us. The tramp at our back 
door reads us as he goes away 
hungry and cold, or on the oth- 
er hand as he leaves with a hap- 
py heart, because of the kind- 
ness we have shown him. 

Your student friend is reading 
you every day, and knows 
whether or not you have the 
fruits of the Spirit. The man at 
your side in the shops, or the 
store where you work, knows 
whether the fruits are visible in 
your life or not. “By their fruits 
ye shall know them.”

This chapter from which I 
take my text, I call my mirror 
chapter, and many times when

The father has his fav- 
orite, and the mother her fav- 
orite, And where this spirit is 
manifested, trouble is sure to 
follow. 

One day Esau came home 
tired, and hungry, from hunting. 
We judge he had had an unsuc- 
cessful day, and was faint and 
hungry, and asked his brother 
for something to eat. One would 
suppose that Jacob would have 
gladly given him food, but no, 
the carnal mind is at work. 
What a picture we have of _ it 
in the early life of Jacob. Keen 
and farsighted, he is quick to 
see the opportunity to obtain 
something for nothing. So he 
said, sell me this day thy birth- 
right. 

This selfish, greedy spirit is 
seen everywhere today, not only

in the home affairs butin the 
business life as well. Men will 
trample over each other and 


grind each other to the wall in 
their mad endeavor to accum- 
ulate the wealth of this world. 
Homes are wrecked, lives are 
ruined, mothers and _ children 
are brought to want, because of 
this greedy heel-grasping nature 
in the hearts of men. 

Tle cause of Christ is left to 
suffer because men love gain 
better than they love their souls, 
and the Book says, ‘“‘What shall 
it profit a manif he shall gain 
the whole world and lose his 
own soul.” 

Esau is faint and hungry, and 
ean think of nothing only the 
satisfying of his appetite; (he 
has his followers today and they 
are many,) so he swears unto 
Jacob and sells him his birth- 
right. 

What an opportunity mothers 





have to train their children. 
Some way the mother seems 
closer to her children than the 
father, and yet how necessary 
for them both to see alike and 
give the same correction. Many 
a child has been ruined by one 
of the parents being a party 
with it in deceiving the other 
parent, No matter if only a 
trifle, it breaks down and ruins 
the confidence of the child. 


Oh you fathers and mothers, 
who read these lines, take an 
interest in your children and 
train them up in the way they 
should go, and do not practice 
deception with each ‘other. If 
you do, what ye sow ye shall 
also reap, and a heart-breaking 
harvest it will be. 


Turning to the 27th chapter 
of Genesis we find an illustration 
of the above, Isaac was old and

There is no act of disobedi- 
ence or hesitancy to disobey his 
father, but like a dutiful son 
he goes to obey; but this is too 
much for Rebekah, for she had 
an opportunity to put her fav- 
orite son ahead of his brother. 


True we read in Gen. 25:23 that} 


God had informed Rebekah that 
the oldest should serve. the 
younger, and had she been fully 
trusting the Lord she could have 
waited on God to bring His own 
will to pass and glorify Himself; 
but, no, she must hurry up 
things herself, though she has 
practiced deceit on her husband, 
and made a liar of her youngest 
son. What a picture of the car- 
nal mind. The sweet singer of 
Israel in Psa, 27:14 said, ‘Wait 
on the Lord; be of good cour- 


age, * * * wait, I say, on the 
Lord.” 
Beloved, the God who de- 


livered Daniel from the den of 
lions; the Hebrew children from 
the fiery furnace; honored the 
prayers of Elijah; and all the 
other good men of the Bible; 
and who honors the prayers of 
His sainis today. is fully able to 
care for and fulfill His part of 
the promise; and should He 
fail, be assured, dear soul, that 
you are not qualified to do His 
part. What a blunder Rebekah 
made, and without excuse. 
Some may say that she acted 
under divine inspiration; but 
we rise to say that the God we 
serve is a God who loves truth 


and purity and hates sin in any 
degree. Had such really been 


the case, she did not need to 
have used deception to accom- 


plish her plan: for Isaa 
ing informed, would have had 
too much piety to have pre- 
ferred his own will against that 
of his Maker.

“Rebekah spake unto Jacob 
her son, saying, Behold I heard 
thy father speak unto Esau .thy 
brother, saying, Bring me veni- 
son and make me savoury meat, 
that I may eat, and bless thee 
before the Lord, before my 
death. Now therefore, ny son 
obey my voice * * *, Go now to 
the flock, and fetch me two good 
kids, * * * and I will make 
them savoury meat for thy 
father, such as he loveth: And 
thou shalt bring it to thy father, 
that he may eat, * * * and bless 
thee before his death. And 
Jacob said to Rebekah his moth- 


er, Behold, Esau my brother is} 


a hairy man,and I am a smooth 
man: My father peradventure 
will feel of me, and I shall seem 
to him as a deceiver; and I shall 
bring a curse upon me, and not 
a blessing.” Gen. 27:6-12. 


Sometimes we have thought 
that outside of his personal sal- 
vation, God’s choice gift to 
man was the gift of a pure, good 
woman. No touch so_ tender, 
no voice so sweet, as that of a 
pure woman, not a wall flower, 
nora wasp of fashion, but a 
woman, a helpmeet. Some one 
to share his joys and sorrows, 








and to help him bear his _ bur- 
dens; to be the mother of his 
children and train them for 
heaven. Some one who takes 
more time in prayer than she 
does to arrange her hair; who 
loves the sanctity of the home, 
and its family altar more than 
the ball-room or theater.

God’s Word teaches that, 
as we sow, so shall we _ reap; 
and as we read it our minds go 
to another instance. In Matt. 
27th chapter we read of the 
trial of One who was proven in- 
nocent, by Pilate’s wife, by 
Judas’ own confession,by Pilate 
himself, and by Herod who said, 
“I find nothing worthy of death 
in Him;” but the people, jealous 
of his power, selfish and afraid 
for themselves, a _ people 
wrought up to a state of frenzy, 
thirsting for His blood, cried 
out, “His blood be upon us and 
on our children.” The reaping 
time came to them; fifty years 
had not passed until the Roman 
army laid seige to beautiful Je- 
rusalem,and history tells of the 
awful famine that prevailed. 
and how the people killed and 
ate their own children. They 
had bought Jesus for thirty 
pieces of silver (the price of a 
common slave), and nailed Him 
to atree and shouted, “His 
blood be on us and on our chil- 
dren.” It is said that a million 
Jews perished in cold blood, and 
another million were sold into 
slavery at the rate of thirty for 
a penny, 

The carnal mind had been 
sowing, and the reaping had be- 
gun.

What must have been 
the feeling of Jacob as_ these 
arrangements were being made, 
and -had he been other than 
that which his very name sig- 
nifies, he would have shrunk 
from the very thought of it. But, 
no, he had inherited this nature 
from his mother, and it had 
been handed down from the 
first pair in the garden, (1 Cor. 

5:22); and it appears (as time 
elapses), with each succeeding 
generation it will continue to 
grow worse until Jesus comes 
again. Men do not believe this. 
They tell us the world is grow- 
ing better, but we rise to say the 
Bible does not teach it that way. 


Daniel said, the wicked shall 
do wickedly and none of the 
wicked shall understand, no 
wonde: then that they say the 
world is getting better. God 
says, they will not understand: 
see 1 Tim. 4:1;2 Tim. 3:1-5; 

:3 and 1 John 2:18. But if one 
should not take the Bible for 
proof, we would point them to 
the jails, state prisons, peniten- 
tiaries and asylums that are 
continually on the increase;

Ques. 1. Where shall we 
@aw the line with our young 
people along social lines, and 
are they permitted to have any 
social life or recreation outside 
ef religious life? 

Ans. The only line drawn is 
@ear to us, in the following 
scriptures. Paul told Timothy 
in 1 Tim. 4:12, “Let no man 
despise thy youth.” We want 
to especially notice “youth.” 
Webster’s dictionary defines it 
as, a young person, “but be 
thou an example of the believ- 
ers, in words, in conversation, 
in charity, in spirit, in faith, in 
purity.” The Syriac reads, 
“And let no one despise thy 
youth; but be thou a pattern 
for believers in speech and in 
behavior, and in love, and in 
faith, and in purity.” 

Be thou a pattern, or ex- 
ample, one or a portion taken 
to show the quality of all; a 
sample, something to be fol- 
lowed. “In speech,” “But 
speak thou the things 
which hecome sound doc- 
trine.” Titus 2:1. The sound 
doctrine is, ‘that the aged 
men be. sober, grave, tem- 
perate, sound in faith, in 
charity, in patience.” ‘The 
aged women likewise that they 
be in behavior as becometh 
holiness, not false accusers, 
not given to much wine, teach- 
ers of good things; that they 
may teach the young women to 
be sober (Marg. wise), to love 
their husband, to love their 
children, to be discreet, chaste, 
keepers at home, good, obedi- 
ent to their own husbands, 
that the Word of God be not 
wlasphemed.” 

“Young men likewise exhort 
to be sober minded. In all 
things showing thyself a_ pat- 
tern of good works; in doctrine 
whewing uncorruptness, gravi- 


ty, sincerity, sound speech that 
cannot be condemned; that he 
that is of the contrary part may 
be ashamed, having no. evil 
thing to say of you.” Titus 2:2- 
8. This is sound doctrine. 

“In conversation’, we notice 


the Syriac says, ‘Be a_ pattern 


in behavior, in charity.”’ 1 Cor. 
18th chapter tells us what 
charity is. “In spirit,” keep 
thyself free. “In faith,’ must 
trust God every way to be a 
pattern in faith. “In purity,” 


in every way keep thyself pure. 

Paul wrote to Titus to teach 
or exhort the young men _ to 
be sober minded. (Marg. dis- 
creet.) Though you are young 
you can be discreet. We do 
not intend to put old heads on 
young people, but Paul said, 
“In all things showing thyself 
a pattern of good works.” 


Ques. 2. Please explain 
Matt. 23:9. Why did Jesus 
say, “And call no man your 


father upon earth;’—? 


Ans. Jesus was not’ teach- 
ing concerning parents, but 


about rulers; so we should not 
call any man on earth father; 
not many but one is your 
“ather, which is in Heaven. 
The Syriac reads this way, 
“And ye shall not call your- 
selves father on earth, for one 
is your father who is in 
heaven.” Some call the Pope 
of Rome their father, but God’s 
people should not do so. Men 
love to be called guides, but 
Jesus is our guide in all things. 

Ques. 3. Should a man be 
baptized in water before he is 
sanctified or receives the Holy 
Ghost? 


Ans. Not necessarily, but 
any one may be, if they have 
the opportunity.
